Planning Update General Information — This Planning Update provides information about activities
proposed on the Bureau of Land Management (BLM) Klamath Falls Resource Area. A table is included that
provides the location and brief description of most activities proposed within the Resource Area.

News releases and public notices are published in the
Herald and News as certain projects reach stages for public involvement. Written comments to a specific
environmental assessment should be sent or delivered to the Field Manager, Klamath Falls Resource Area,
by the close of (or postmarked by) the last day of the comment period specified. Before including your
address, phone number, e-mail address, or other personal identifying information in your comment, you
should be aware that your entire comment — including your personal identifying information — may be made
publicly available at any time. While you can ask us in your comment to withhold your personal identifying
information from public review, we cannot guarantee that we will be able to do so. If you have any
guestions on this update or recommendations for improvement, please notify us in person or call (541) 883-
6916. In addition, please contact us if you wish to be removed from the mailing list.

Western Oregon Plan Revision Process Update — The BLM planning team is involved in a detailed
analysis using existing data, information, and sophisticated models to determine environmental, economic,
and social effects. Some changes and adjustments to the alternatives are expected when the analysis is
completed. The BLM is working closely with formal plan cooperators, including the U.S. Fish and Wildlife
Service, the National Marine Fisheries Service, the Environmental Protection agency, the State of Oregon
(10 agencies), and the cooperating western Oregon counties. A draft resource management plan and
environmental impact statement will be released in mid-2007 for a 90-day public review and comment
period. After consideration of public comments, a proposed resource management plan and final
environmental impact statement will be issued in the fall of 2007. A record of decision for each district will
be issued early in 2008.
